Maay Families Killed la Their Homes

an Indiana County. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug.' 14.—A series of 
cloudbursts occurred in western Penn­ 
sylvania Thursday. 
Six persons are 
known to have lost their lives and sev­ 
en others wrere seriously hurt. At least 
six bridges were washed out along Pine 
creek, between Sharpsburg and DeHa- 
ven. 
Shortly after the cloudburst at

father s house. They burst open the 
doors and flooded the house until the 
bed was floating about the room. The 
child’s parents tried to*get him out, but 
could not succeed until the waters had 
receded. As his father was carrying 
him out the chfcd gasped artd died in 
his parent’s arms. 
The Schoffell boy was a little hero. 
With a rope he pulled a number of peo­ 
ple out of Pine creek, and while try­ 
ing to rescue some household furniture 
as it came floating by he fell into the 
water and was drowned. 
In the vicinity of Irwin, on the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad, twenty-five families 
are homeless. Nearly all lost every­ 
thing they owr-ed except the clothing 
on their backs. The water came upon 
them so suddenly that they had to flee 
for their lives. Everything between 
Penn, Lamier and Olaridge is, or wa?., 
under water. The dam at the Penn- 
DeHaven another occurred at Claridge, *Sylvania plate-glass works’ reservoir 
a little mining town in the Manor val­ 
ley above Greensburg on the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad, about fifty miles wc.it 
of Johnstown. 
A dozen houses wTere 
swept away and a number of people are 
missing. The dam at the pleasure lake 
of the Greensburg & Jeannette Electric 
railway above Jeannette burst. 
The 
pent-up waters rushed down the al­ 
ready flooded valley and carried away 
from forty to sixty houses and build­ 
ings. 
At Irwin station the Pennsyl­ 
vania railway depot and other struc­ 
tures were swept away by the flood.

At DeHaven the rain fell like an ava­ 
lanche of snow at the junction of Lau­ 
rel Head and Pine creek, where the 
houses of Mrs. Auld and James Robin­ 
son were situated. 
Mrs. Aula’s house 
was moved some distance, and the un­ 
fortunate woman, who was unable to 
get out, was carried into the raging 
stream. 
Robinson’s house was taken away by 
the flood and carried down the creek. 
In it were Robinson, his wife, mother- 
in-law and two children, a boy of 8 and 
a girl of 5. 
Robinson saved himself 
and his two children by jumping to­ 
ward the bank after the house had 
started to float. Just as he struck the 
bank the girl dropped from his arms 
and was carried farther down, being 
picked up at the bridge, fifty yards 
down stream. 
The storm came ao suddenly that 
none of the residents were alarmed un­ 
til it broke in all its fury and carried 
the houses from their foundations. The 
inability to get word away from the 
scene, owing to the damage done to 
telegraph and telephone wires, ren­ 
dered futile any attem pt at aid.

The saloons of this nation absorb i 
yearly not less than $1,200,000,000. of 
which it is safe to say that one-half is 
spent by the wage-earners of the coun­ 
try; men whose families are deprived 
of the necessaries of life to the full ex­ 
tent of their expenditure of money for 
liquor. With more money in circula­ 
tion, although we might temporarily 
have better times, the sum wasted in 
the saloons would be increased, so that 
it would not permanently benefit us in 
any appreciable degree.

under such conditions as now exist.”

WRECKED BY A WASHOUT. 


Train D erailed and E n gin eer 
and Fire-, 
m an Killed. 
Otis, Ind., Aug. 13.—A bad wreck oc­ 
curred on the I^ake Shore road at 4

mail train from Chicago, consisting of

The offices of the Pittsburg & West­ 
ern railroad at Etna were three feet 
under water and many valuable papers 
were destroyed. The bridges between 
Etna and DeHaven, eight or nine in 
number, were washed away and por­ 
tions of them floated down the Alle­ 
gheny river. Portions of houses, shan- 
ty-boats, 
and 
lumber of all kinds 
mingled with the mass of driftwood in 
the river and lodged against the piers. 
The accumulations of drift, including 
portions of houses and rubbish of every 
description, 
were 
piled up in some 
places nearly to the floor of the bridges. 
The damage at Etna and Sharpsburg 
will amount to $100,000. At Bowers- 
town the greater portion of the town 
was under water. The heaviest loss is 
to farmers. 
Live stock was drowned 
and crops were ruined. 
In this city the greatest damage was 
done in Soho. The cars wede all block­ 
ed and it was with great difficulty that 
the passengers, who were nearly all 
business people bound down-town, were 
rescued from the cars. There was a 
panic among the passengers on an in­ 
bound Pennsylvania suburban train 
during 
the worst of the first heavy 
downpour of rain. As the six crowded 
coaches passed under the 28th street 
viaduct a rushing stream of water, ac­ 
companied by a mixture of slimy mud 
and stones, literally covered the train, 
and the windows were covered so that 
it was impossible to see through them. 
The train continued on its way, with 
the scared railroad employes trying to 
calm the terrified passengers, who 
thought they would be drowned like 
rats in a trap. 
Several passengers 
tr^ed to get out on the platform to 
jump froifc the train, and had to be held 
in their seats. After the train had

Ratcliff© C ollege Gets th e 
G alatea 
brary About W oman. 
Except Paul, perhaps no man th at 
ever lived, has given so much a tte n ­ 
tion ^ 0 women as Col. T. W. Higginson, 
says the New York Journal. His unique 
collection of books relating to woman, 
comprises about a thousand volumes, 
which Col. Higginson has brought to­ 
gether during nearly half a century of 
persistent collecting. 
Only one condi­ 
tion is attached to the gift to Rateliffe 
college. 
This is th at the books 
be 
placed, at least for the present, in an 
alcove by themselves, in the hope I hat 
they may thus be brought more con­ 
spicuously to public notice and th at 
other donors may co-operate in build­ 
ing a departm ent of perm anent value. 
The collection has hitherto been called 
“The Galatea collection of books relat- 
co the history of woman,” the name 
having been suggested by 
a woman 
friend of their owner from the 
old 
fable of Pygmalion and Galatea. 
In a 
blank book in which Col. 
Higginson 
lias catalogued the collection is the fol­ 
lowing note: “This collection properly 
began with the purchase (August, 1846) 
of Mrs. Hugo Reid’s ‘Plea for W om an,’ 
probably the first th at interested me 
in the subject. 
This was followed by 
P arson’s ‘Mental and Moral Dignity of 
W om an’ (Nov. 13, 1846), and the col­ 
lection has been continued off and on 
iver since, most of the rarer books hav­ 
ing been imported. 
I used to think I 
might write a book, ‘The Intellectual 
History of W om an,’ and still hope th at 
the collection may be kept 
together 
and used by some competent w riter.” 
There are many curious old volumes 
in the collection—for example “Gallerie 
des Fem m es Fortes,” a history of vari­ 
ous strong-minded women, printed in 
1665, and Lady Southwell’s ‘‘Descrip­ 
tion of a Very Woman, and Also of 
the Male Sex” (London, 1610). 
There 
are also 
m any modern books which 
treat the ‘‘woman question” and 
de­ 
scribe the social and political privileges 
and restrictions of women, from the 
writings of Mary 
W ollstonecroft 
to 
those of Lucy SWne and Col. Higginson 
himself. 
There is one unique French 
book, “ Paradoxe sur 
les 
Fem mes,” 
which attem pts to prove th at women 
do not belong to the 
hum an 
race. 
‘‘Mulieres non h o n in es esse” is on the 
title page. 
Ano’ner curiosity of this 
sort is a French ‘Proposal for a Law to 
Forbid Women to Learn to R eaL ” The 
collection is considered to be the best 
of its kind in the world.

He was lioeral and 
progressive and was always ready to 
aid every measure for
